Water  Supply 
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The  district  is  supplied  with  water  from  deep  bores  at  the  Council's 
Waterworks,  Southninster  Road.  There  is  sufficient  evidence  to  indicate  that 
a storage  reservoir  is  an  absolute  "must",  to  meet  the  demand  for  peak  period 
and  to  ensure  that  a reasonable  quantity  of  water  is  available  should  a break- 
down occur  in  the  pumping  equipment. 

18  routine  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  main  supply  and 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  two  further  samples  were  taken 
for  chemical  analysis.  All  samples  gave  satisfactory  results,  indicating  the 
water  to  be  wholesome . 

A number  of  complaints  were  received,  drawing  attention  to  brown 
discolouration  of  the  water.  This  was  attributed  to  the  presence  of  sand 
in  the  mains  and  where  possible  practical  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  a 
recurrence. 

A few  properties  in  the  district  are  still  supplied  with  water  from 
private  wells.  These  waters  were  sampled  periodically  and  on  being  subjected 
to  bacteriological  examination,  satisfactory  results  were  obtained. 

Factories  Act  1961 


There  are  43  factories  on  the  Register.  A start  was  made  in  the 
course  of  the  year  to  a general  survey  of  factories  in  the  area  and  a total 
of  37  visits  were  made.  Conditions  were  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory 
in  those  premises  visited. 

As  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  Appendix  I to  this  report 
sets  out  the  prescribed  particulars  on  the  administration  of  the  Act. 

Essex  County  Council  Act  1952 

Houseboats  and  Jetties 


11  Applications  were  received  from  owners  for  the  Council's  consent 
to  moor  a ho’aseboat  and  in  certain  cases  erect  a jetty.  Approvals  were  issued 
in  respect  of  II  vessels  and  8 jetties. 

The  demolition  of  one  derelict  houseboat  was  completed  in  February, 
following  the  service  of  a statutory  notice  on  the  owner. 

Difficulties  are  experienced  in  maintaining  an  accurate  list  of  the 
owners  of  the  houseboats  as  several  vessels  change  ownership  in  the  course  of 
the  year.  Licencees  are  not,  at  the  moment,  obliged  to  notify  the  authority 
should  such  a change  take  place,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  all  future 
written  consents  will  be  endorsed  "not  transferable". 

Caravans  and  Cooping  Sites 

There  are  three  licenced  caravan  sites  in  the  district.  One  of  these 
is  owned  and  operated  by  the  Council  and  contains  50  caravans.  The  sites  are 
used  from  April  until  October  only.  Adequate  piped  water  supply  and  sanitary 
conveniences  are  available  on  the  sites.

One  part-tine  operator  for  Rodent  Control  is  employed  and  he  works 
under  the  general  direction  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector.  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  methods  of  control  are  strictly  adhered  to. 

The  Council  have  resolved  to  treat  private  dxvellings  free  of  charge 
but  the  whole  of  the  cost  of  treating  business  prenises  is  recovered  from 
owners  at  the  rate  of  Id/-  per  hour. 

During  the  year  50  properties  were  found  to  be  infested  with  rats; 

8 other  properties  were  nice  infested.  All  infestations  were  minor  and  were 
quickly  cleared.  The  sewers  were  test  baited  during  the  month  of  May.  The 
method  of  baiting  heavily  in  parts  of  the  system  where  "takes”  were  recorded, 
was  carried  out  with  satisfactory  results. 

Maldon  Rural  District  Council  continue  operating  a contractural 
rodent  control  service  to  some  farms  in  this  district. 


Drainage 
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The  construction  of  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  and  the  sewering 
of  the  northern  section  of  the  district  is  due  to  commence  on  1st  January 
1966.  On  completion,  the  majority  of  the  179  properties  which  have  cesspool 
and  other  unsatisfactory  drainage  arrangements,  will  be  connected  to  the  new 
sewer. 


Cesspools  are  emptied  by  a private  firm  under  Contract,  and  during 
the  year  the  Council  arranged  for  a total  of  289  emptyings. 

Hous ing 
General 


Steady  progress  was  made  in  1965  towards  the  improvement  and  repair 
of  many  sub  standard  houses  in  the  district.  The  task  of  implementing  the 
provisions  of  housing  legislation  has  been  lightened  considerably  by  a certain 
amount  of  willingness  and  co-operation  shown  by  landlords  and  tenants.  This 
was  very  much  in  evidence  when  dealing  with  all  natters  relating  to  the 
Improvement  Area  declared  towards  the  end  of  the  year  1964. 

Improvement  of  Houses  within  the  Improvement  Area  No.  1 

To  tackle  this  problem  and  expedite  the  reaching  of  decisions  relating 
to  the  compulsory  improvement  of  houses  in  the  area,  the  Council  delegated 
their  powers  under  the  Housing  Act  1964  to  the  Housing  and  Planning  Committee. 
Several  meetings,  including  4 Special  Meetings,  were  held  from  July  to  December 
1965  to  discuss  with  all  interested  persons  the  Council's  proposals  for  the 
improvement  of  the  tenanted  dwellings.  The  following  action  was  taken:-

Although  at  the  close  of  the  year  some  of  the  alterations  were  in 
progress,  further  considerable  improvement  is  expected  during  next  year. 

Improvement  of  Houses  outside  the  Improvement  Area 


The  Improvement  Area  obviously  has  had  some  effect  on  certain  tenants 
living  outside  the  area,  but  unfortunately  the  Department  has  not  been  swamped 
with  enquiries.  There  is  evidence  to  show  that  generally  speaking  tenants 
prefer  the  Council  to  make  the  first  approach.  In  only  three  cases  did  tenants 
submit  written  representations  requesting  the  Council  to  exercise  their  powers 
and  compel  their  landlords  to  modernise  the  dxvellings.  These  representations 
were  accepted  and  8 Preliminary  Notices  were  served  in  respect  of  the  3 
properties.  Each  of  the  respective  property  owners  submitted  written  Under- 
takings to  carry  out  the  necessary  work  within  a specified  period  of  time. 


Discretionary  Improvement  Grants 
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A total  of  7 applications  were  received  for  Discretionary  Grants  and, 
whilst  5 of  these  vie  re  in  respect  of  owner  occupied  houses,  2 related  to 
tenanted  dwellings.  In  one  case  the  applicant  proposed  converting  her  house 
info  2 self-contained  flats.  These  were  all  formally  approved  and  the 
alterations  were  completed  during  the  year  in  four  of  these  cases.  A further 
application  was  received  and  approved  hut  prior  to  the  payment  of  the  grant 
the  applicant  formally  cancelled  his  approval  certificate  prior  to  emigrating. 

Standard  Improvement  Grants 

I am  pleased  to  record  that  once  again  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
total  number  of  applications  received  for  Standard  Grants.  Of  36  applications 
received  35  were  approved  and  one  was  refused.  Of  the  35  approved  23  were  in 
respect  of  owner  occupied  houses  and  12  concerned  tenanted  houses.  The  altera 
tions  were  completed  in  18  of  these  dwellings  before  the  end  of  December. 

Certificates  of  Disrepair 

No  applications  were  received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  under  the 
Rent  Act  1957.

* In  this  case  the  installation  was  not  in  use.  Action  \/as  taken  to  have  the 
pipelines  and  electrical  circuits  removed,  and  to  empty  the  underground  tanks 
and  render  the  installation  safe. 

In  June  a circular  was  received  from  the  Home  Office,  drawing  the 
attention  of  local  authorities  to  amendments  which  have  been  made  to  the  Code 
of  Practice  for  the  provision  of  fire  extinguishers  at  petroleum  installations. 
The  Council  adopted  the  amendment  permitting  dry  powder  extinguishers  to  be 
provided. 


In  terns  of  the  Act,  the  Council  have  powers  to  attach  to  licences 
any  condition  as  to  the  safe  keeping  of  petroleum  spirit.  The  serious 
consequences  of  an  electrical  fault  causing  a spark  and  igniting  petroleum 
vapour  cannot  be  over  emphasised  and  it  was  agreed  that  with  effect  from 
1st  January,  1966,  the  following  condition  be  inserted  in  all  new  or  renewed 
licences 

"In  the  case  of  petrol  filling  stations  and  other  premises  storing 
petroleum  spirit  in  underground  tanks,  the  licensee  shall,  at  his 
own  expense  every  three  years  cause  to  be  tested  by  a Chartered 
Electrical  Engineer,  an  approved  Electrical  Contractor  on  the  roll 
of  the  National  Inspection  Council  for  Electrical  Contracting,  or 
a Member  of  the  Electrical  Contractors  Association,  all  electrical 
circuits  supplying  each  petrol  service  pump.  The  report  on  the 
testing  to  be  for-warded  on  the  Council’s  approved  form." 

All  licensees  who  have  electrical  punp(s)  were  informed  of  the  new  condition 
and  in  3 instances  the  electrical  inspection  reports  showed  the  installations 
to  be  unsatisfactory  and  potentially  dangerous.  The  necessary  work  was 
carried  out  prior  to  the  issue  of  the  licences. 
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Food  Complaints 


Only  one  food  complaint  was  received  and  this  concerned  a jar  of 
Baby  Food  purchased  from  a shop  outwith  the  district.  The  contents  of  the 
jar  were  found  on  inspection  to  be  completely  decomposed  and  unfit  for 
human  consumption.  The  natter  was  investigated  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  of  the  district  concerned,  and  letters  of  warning  were  sent  to 
the  vendors  and  manufacturers. 

Sampling 


One  sample  of  oysters  and  four  samples  of  wrapped  ice  cream  were 
submitted  for  bateriological  examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory 

Meat  Inspection 

100$  neat  inspection  service  was  maintained  at  the  one  private 
licensed  slaughterhouse  and  all  animals  were  inspected  post  mortem  in 
accordance  with  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963.  Last  year  the  Council 
appointed  a veterinary  surgeon  as  a meat  inspector  to  assist  as  and  if 
necessary  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  or  deputise  for  him  during  leave  of 
absence  etc.  The  services  of  the  Vet.  were  not  required  as  very  few  animals 
were  slaughtered  during  1965.  Only  12  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouse, 
all  during  normal  working  days  and  hours.  A total  of  53  animals  were  killed 
and  this  represents  a decrease  of  51^  animals  when  compared  with  last  year’s 
figure. 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  notification  was  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  & Food  that,  with  effect  from  1st  October, 
the  Ministry  charges  for  providing  any  local  authority  with  the  services  of 
a Ministry  Veterinary  Officer  to  carry  out  neat  inspection  duties  would  be 
increased  to  £1.  5.  0 per  half  hour,  or  part  thereof,  plus  travelling  expenses 
The  Council,  on  considering  the  financial  implications,  agreed  to  seek  the 
help  of  the  M.?.  for  the  Constituency,  and  forward  a letter  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  & Food  requesting  that  he  give  early  consideration  to 
an  increase  in  the  meagre  charges  xvhich  local  authorities  nay  impose  for  meat 
inspection,  i.e.  2/6d.  per  bovine  animal,

Food  Hygiene 


In  several  instances  the  occupiers  of  food  prenises  in  the  town 
have  continued  to  Sake  improvements.  It  is  not  normally  difficult  to  make 
a shopkeeper  install  for  example  a wash-hand  basin  or  provide  a nailbrush, 
but  it  is  a much  more  formidable  task  to  convince  him  and  his  staff  to  use 
them,  and  indeed  not  to  misuse  them.  Habit  really  dies  hard  and  the 
education  of  food  handlers  is  still  most  important. 

Food  hawkers  were  found  to  be  selling  fish  from  a box  in  a barrow 
and,  as  various  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  were  noted, 
both  verbal  and  written  warnings  were  issued.  A f ew  weeks  later  the  hawkers 
were  again  found  to  be  selling  fish  from  a box  in  a perambulator,  obviously 
without  having  consideration  for  the  Regulations.  Following  a meeting  and 
discussion  with  the  Council,  the  persons  concerned  duly  complied  with  the 
legal  requirements. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Prenises  Act 

It  has  not  been  possible  as  yet  to  devote  much  attention  to  this 
piece  of  legislation  and  its  implications  but  the  problem  will  be  tackled 
fully  during  1966.  YJhen  owners  of  registered  premises  have  informed  the 
Department  of  their  intention  to  carry  out  certain  alterations,  the  effects 
of  the  Act  have  been  discussed  and  fully  complied  with. 
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On  e of  the  very  important  Sections  of  the  Act  requires  an 
employer  to  notify  the  local  authority  should  any  employee  have  suffered 
injury  at  work  and  been  away  for  a period  longer  than  3 days.  No  accidents 
were  reported  during  the  year. 

The  prescribed  particulars  required  on  the  administration  of  the 
Act  are  set  out  in  Appendix  II  to  this  report. 

Council  Houses 


The  Council  owns  229  dwellings  and  the  maintenance  and  supervision 
of  these  is  the  responsibility  of  this  department.  One  full  tine  Craftsman 
is  employed  to  carry  out  property  repairs  but  a great  many  orders  for  works 
of  repair  must  still  be  sent  to  certain  tradesmen. 

An  electrical  contract  was  awarded  to  Eastern  Electricity  for 
carrying  out  electrical  improvements  to  37  properties  constructed  pre  1945. 
All  dwellings  are  now  adequately  provided  with  lighting  points  and  plug 
socket  outlets. 

A ventilated  larder  was  installed  in  one  house  and  urill  be  subject 
to  grant  aid  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  & Local  Government.  Only  two  houses 
are  now  in  need  of  standard  amenities. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  1957  the  Council  purchased 
a 2 bedroom  house  at  15,  Queens  Road.  Many  improvements  are  necessary  to 
this  property  and  subject  to  the  Ministry's  approval  these  will  be  carried 
out  early  next  year.
